A.—For a long time the subject of 
drawn and undrawn poultry furnish- 
ed a basis for discussion among those 
interested in. the sanitary 
transpor- 
tation of poultry food. 
Those 
who 
believed in the 
merits 
of drawn 
fowls claimed 
that the shipment to 
the consumer of poultry retaining the 
intestines 
and 
their contents was 
clearly an obnoxious practice. 
These men produced scientific data 
of the most elaborate kind to show 
that the bacteria 
usually present in 
the digestive tract of chickens finds 
very little difficulty feeding their way 
through the intestinal walls into the 
body tissues. 
Since 
it 
was 
then 
known, as it is today, that the in- 
testines of all animals contain large 
numbers of bacteria, 
traffic 
in 
un- 
drawn poultry was 
vigorously con- 


demned. 
The relative merits of drawn and 
undrawn poultry from the points of 
view of both shipper and consumer 
have recently 
been fairly definitely 
established. 
The belief now held by 
sanitary experts is that drawn poul- 
try, because of its openness, is espe- 
cially exposed 
to 
contamination by 


dangerous organisms. 
Although it is true that the intes- 
tinal bacteria eventually make their 
way 
into the 
body tissues of the 
chicken, at the same 
time there is 
far less danger from this source, than 
there 
is 
from infection due to the 
stripped condition of the carcass. 
It is claimed on excellent authority 
that the best way 
to ship dressed 
poultry is in the undrawn condition, 
and the consumer would do well to 
choose such poultry in preference to 
the 
drawn 
kind. 
The orthodoxic 
practice among Jews of buying live 
poultry and slaughtering it immedi- 


I ately before cooking has much in its 
favor, but if this inconvenience is to
